1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: The computer programs at pages 3 6-51 and 57-70 of 
the specification are improper and should be appendices at the 
end of the specification with appropriate reference in the 
specification to the appendices; and the computer programs at 
pages 36-51 and 57-70 are partially illegible and should be 
replaced with clean copies. Appropriate correction is required.
